pen in band to let my JUecatui friends 
know through your valuable columEB.

At Butte City I visited the celebrated 


Anaconda mine, which the discoverer sold 
for 130,000. but which is now worth 
thirty minions. Butte is a wicked city 
of forty thousand, but the Itvliest place in 
a business way I have visited for several 
years. 


At Pullman, Wash., I gave four ad- 


dresses, »a« in the Grand Opera House, 
one at a union service held for me in the 
Congregational church, another at the 
Christian churoh and a fourth at the 
State Agricultural college. Colfax and 
Moscow, neighboring cities were my next 
points, in both of which 1 filled successful 
engagement*.! Thin Is a great wheat 
country. One acre produced .104 bushels. 
The ground was flist yjwsd with "olnb" 
seed, which porducas a short stalk with 
heavy head. After this got a start, it 
was,sowed with a taller variety.

TATTOOED EYES. 


How a Disfigured Ey« HUT Be Brightened 


with India Ink. 


The latest discovery oJ 
scientific 


medical men is that the human eye may 
be tattooed any color. It is now quite 
within the bounds of possibility for doc- 
tors to tattoo a man's eye bright scar- 
let or green. Of course, eyes are only 
tattooed in cases w here one of them is 
blind, and has assigned in consequence 
a peculiar dead and ghastly appearance. 
An eye in this condition will entirely 
disfigure a face; but a modern oculist 
may color one of these "dead" eyes, and 
restore it to it* natural appeamce, so 
that nothing: but the closest scrutiny 
can detect the difference between It and 
its fellow. 


The operation of tattooing- is per- 


formed by first treating the eye with 
cocaine, until it becomes absolutely 
senseless to pain. When all is ready 
the part to be operated upon is covered 
thickly with India ink of the required 
color. The tattooing is then per- 
formed by means of a little electrical 
machine, which operate* a specially- 
made needle.

•Chant's ion was ever wounded; but as 
Col. Grant telh all this to a reliable cor- 
respondent we must believe It, or ask if 
peorle eao remember well tbe scenes of 
their childhood. "Were yon under Ore 
again during tbe siege, colonel?" asked 
the corre§pondent,snd,Col. Grant replied: 


"Ves, there was little time during tbe 


siege that I was not in more or less dan- 
gar. I bad several very narrow escapes. 
I reauntber being on a gunboat a little 
later on when we were near tbe batteries 
of Grand Gulf. I saw many men* killed 
there. I remember seeing one man jump 
on tbe parapet of tbe enemy's works just 
at onrj^nns were discharged at them. A 
shell exploded on tbe spot where be was 
standing, and It must have blown him to 
atoms. Earing this battle I was on a 
tugboat, with my father, and we were 
steaming to and out among the gunboats 
daring tbe firing.

THE LOBSTER'S LEGS. 


Oaly Eight of the Tea Are Generally Used 


(or Walking. 


A lobster's legs all told are ten in num 


ber. But only eig'Ut of these are large 
ly used for walking. Tbe front pair, o 
big claws, have been specialized, as ii 
the crab and most others of the higher 
crustaceans, into prehensile organs for 
catching and crushing the prey. Their 
use is obvious. Lobsters feed largely 
off mollusks of various sorts and other 
hard-shelled marine animals; in order 
to be able to break or crush the shells, 
of these, and so to get at the softer rlebli 
within, they have acquired such large 
and very muscular nippers and pincers. 


That is not all, however; not only have 


the two front legs been differentiated 
and specialized from the eight others in 
this manner, but also by a rare excep- 
tion to the symmetry of the body, the 
right claw has been specialized 
from 


the left, each being intended to per- 
form a distinct, function. 
One is u 


scissors, the other is a mill; one is a 
cutter, the other is a cracker. 


As a rule, the right claw is the slender- 


er and longer; it has toothlike projec- 
tions or serrated edges on its nipping 
faces, and it is rather adapted for bit- 
ing and severing than for crushing or 
grinding. The left claw, on the other 
iiand, is usually thicker, heavier ami 
rounder; its muscles are more power- 
ful, and, in place of sharp teeth, it has 
blunt tubercles or hammers of different 
sizes.

hig-h, from the lode being heated by 
volcauie action and the presence of hot 
subterranean waters. The mean of a 
number of observations of the Red 
Jacket shaft gives an average of CO 
feet per degree Fahrenheit. The deep- 
est bore Tiole yet made was sunk by 
the Prussian, government, in 1893, and 
reached a depth of 6,572 feet, the in- 
crease being one degree Fahrenheit for 
62.1 feet. 
In. the Comstock mine it is 


so warm that sometimes it isimpossible 
to word, due to the increased tempera- 
ture, and ordinarily the men have to 
be changed very often, sometimes as 
eften as once in 20 minutes.

An interesting problem is BUgrgest«l 


to the medical world by a recent ex- 
periment of Dr. E. H. Woolsey. 
He 


was called to treat two children suffer- 
ing from the ferer which follows >ac- 
cination, and while they were under 
his care both developed diphtheria, 
from which they recovered quickly, 
says the San Francisco Examiner. 


The physician is now almost con- 


vinced that there was a clarfi between 
the two ferments in the blood, and 
that the virus of the vaccine vanquished 
the toxine of the diphtheria. 
He 


watched the cases very closely, and he 
felt so certain of the correctness of his 
conclusion that in the notice of the 
cases which lie sent to the health offi- 
cer he announced that the diphtheria 
bad been, lig-htenecl by vacciuation. The 
patients are now strong and well 
it time when such sufferers are usually 
weak from the effects of the disease. 
In discussing the matter Dr. Woolsey 
itoid: 


"The thought suggested by the re- 


cent cases of mine is the antagonism ot 
one disease for another, like erysipelas 
to cancer, which is an entirely, new 
idea as applied to diphtheria. Wheth- 
er or not it will prove of any practical 
value is a question upon which I fee! 
rather doubtful, but it is, neierthe- 
less, of great interest scientifically, an< 
throws new light on such subjects 
It may incidentally be a point of van 
tage for experiments iri other direc 
lions."

SUNBURN IN FREEZING WEATHER 


A Jer»eTmmn'« Experience and Lieut. D« 


tone's Starr from the Arctic Region. 
In this climate it is not common tc 


find sunburn sufferers while the i her 
mometer is away down near the f reez 
ing point, but there is an interesting 
portion of Lieut. Commander De Long' 
story of the voyage of the Jeanette 
which shows how plausible this expla- 
nation is. 
After the Jeauette wa.* 


crushed in the Arctic ice and aban- 
doned in 1831, and De Long and his 
companions took to the ice in Juucof 
that year, they found themselves suf- 
fering tlay and night, from heat, aJ- 
*hcugh the temperature of the air was 
ne\er above freezing. With the ther- 
mometer at 20 to 25 degrees, the men 
worked in their shirt bleeves and were 
cos ered with perspiration. On June 2-" 
De Long wrote in his d>*ry : 


"Blistering hot since midnight, al- 


though the thermometer marked only 
33 degrees in the sun. 
Our hands 


and faces are all swollen and blistered." 
On the next day, with the thermome- 
ter at 30 degrees, he tells how curious it 
seemed to see the men seeking places in 
the shade in which to enjoy an after- 
dinner smoke atid rest, and so day ott- 
er day his references to the unpleas- 
ant heat continue. The party «ven 
found it oppressive in their tents at 
nigdit, although the tents were pitched 
on the ice, and the thei monieier showed 
dulling enough figures. 


ABSURD ERRORS. 


Mxle by Noted Authors, and, Among tbe 


Number, Shakespeare. 


Shakespeare's anachronisms certain- 


ly gi-e him the palm for the greatest 
number of mistakes. Some of them arc 
alto strikingly absurd, as, for instance, 
the allusion to Cato in Coriolanus, sup- 
posed to have been made two centuries 
before Cato was born, and the allusion 
to a striking clock in Julius Caesar cen- 
turies before such a thing existed. 
These may, however, be put down to 
carelessness and the chaotic state of 
chronology in Shakespeare's time, and 
none of tiem are either as absurd 01 
as indefensible as tbe error of which 
Coleridge! was gnilty when he marred 
his immortal "Ancient Mariner" with 
the lines: 


"The horned moon with one bright star 
Within the nether tip." 
For such an astronomical monstros- 


ity as this to have been visible, either 
the star must have been on the earth- 
ward side of the moon, or else it must 
have shone through the solid body ot 
our satellite. What makes it oil the 
more absurd Is tbe fact that an educated 
man like Coleridge could hardly have 
been ignorant of such an elementary 
fact as thia.
